WHAT HE HAS NOT DONE. 


In a somewhat lengthy leader—possibly too 
lengthy for the patience of some of our readers 
—we contrasted the policy of a previous Gover- 
nor with that of the present one, and pointed out 
some of the more important measures which 
have ‘received the assent’ of Governor Sey- 
mout during the comparatively brief -period 
Hi¥ Excellency has administered the affairs. of 
this colony. In so doing it was not our in- 
tetition to impute any peculiar merit to the Goy- 
ernor, who has simply done his duty. Indeed 
the main point of contrast between Governor 
Seymonr and his predecessor,| would appear ~ to 
be this, that whereas the latter was, unhappily, 
so beset with local influences and trammelled by 
private interests that he was unfitted to adminis- 
ter impartially, the former came to us with clean 
hands and unbiased head, with no personal ends 
to serve beyond what might arise from an hon- 
est discharge of his duty to\his Sovereign and 
to the young colony over which he is placed; and 
apparently determitied to govern according to 
the well understood wishes of the colonists, in- 
stead of in direct opposition to, and iu total dis- 
regard of those wishes. And thus it is that the 
people are, in a measure, reconciled to a form of

Sm,—You ask me to give a fair and unbiased 
account of public sentiment on this creek, and 
especially with respect to the more prominent 
political issues which have been raised by the 
paper published here, Although unused to writ- 
ing for the press, and disclaiming any preten- 
sions as @ politician, I shall endeavor, with as 
much brevity as possible, to discharge the task. 
E may cay, “in the wutocts thaw ttre wmtners ure 
not puliticians. Their business is to search for 
gold ; and in doing to they care but Jittle what 


lumbian. 


| laws are enacted,, so long as they are not | hin- 


dered in the pursdit of that ocenpation. Indeed 
to most of them it is matter of little concern how 
the country fares, so long #s they can have a 
plentiful supply of cheap “ grub ,” for it must 
be admitted that, |as a class, they are mere “ birds 
of passage,” her@ to-day and anywhere that bet- 
ter diggings may be struck to-morrow. They 
are quiet, 
with the politics or government of a country in 
which few of them have any intention of perma- 
nently settling dawn. This being the case, the 
political creed of the miners of Cariboo may be 
summed up in five words—‘‘ cheap food and light 
taxation.’ This character may, at first sight, 
appear selfish ; but I think a little cousideration 
will show that it is not necessarily or peculiarly 
so. Why should the miners concern themselves 
about the laws and the general government of 
the country, beyond what bears directly upon 
the pursuit of their, own avocation ? Of what 
importance is it to them whether the Costoms 
Tariff is high or low, advalorem or specifiv, so 
long as they can bave an abundant supply of 
cheap “grub?” Why should they concern them- 
selves about road tolls and tonnage dues, so long 
as they are not required to “ foot the bill 2” 
What is it to them whether these colonies are 
| separated or united, so long’as they are allowed 
| virtually to make their own mining laws, and 
| subsist at the expense of the over-speculative 
| merchants? These queries being clearly only 
susceptible of a negative reply, my work is near- 
| ly. done. : 
So far as the questions of Union, and Tariff, and 
| Road Tolls, and Tonnage Dues, or, in fact, any 
other of those hundred-and-one questions so fre- 
qtently and so variously discussed in the news- 
pépers of both colonies, are concerned there is 
| no public sentiment in this community, if I ex- 
| gept some of the traders, aud a class of agitating, 
| would-be politicians, whose object would appear 
to be to so work upon the feelings of the mincrs 
as to create discontent. The Sentinel may, fairly 
be considered the organ of this class ; and to 
sueb ‘only are its “politics” acceptable.) The 
miners, as I have said, are not politicians. Why 
bshould they be? They are uot -discontented. 
| How can they be, with good fresh beef at 5c. to 
h10c., flour and other things far below cost? I 
| mast state, however, that these remarks do not 
| fully apply to the Gold Tax, perbapa the only 
measure tu any extent distasteful to the miners, 
as aclass. And here let me say that had this 
tax been explained, instead of being wilfully mis- 
represented by those who have arrogated to them- 
| selves the fuuction of enlightening and directing 
| public opinion, it would have evoked little 
opposition. As it is, the “more candid and 
intelligent of the miners quite admit the correct- 
ness of the tax. Itis an easy matter to raise a 
| hostile feeling in any community against any and 
| every tax, particularly if it be a direct and spe- 
cial one ;sand there can be no doubt that the 
Sentinel has been’ more or less successful | in its 
efforts, so far as this particular tax is concerned ;

Last night the Colonial Secretary and party 
were reported here en route to Williams Creek, 
where they are now daily expected, and will, I 
have no doubt, meet with a hearty welcome from 
the miners generally, the ez parte statements of 
the Sentinel to.the contrary notwithstending. 
Not having yet reached the creek myself I shall 
defer saying much about it till such time as 1_am 
able to do so from personal observation. It is 
a notable fact, however, that although the sea- 
son is half over none are leaving the mines, 
which would lead me to the conclusion that there 
is work for all, and that the claims are paying 
well. 

Road building appears to be the order of the 
day up here, and bundreds of men are employed 
upon the different contracts, while the sound of 
the axe greets the ear in every direction, demon- 
strating the onward march of the Anglo-saxon 
race, whose indomitable perseverance knows no 
impediment. Mr. Thos. Spence, Government 
Superintendent, has made some alterations in 
Wright’s road, which is about finished. Mr. R. 
Smjth, contractor for the road from Alexandria 
to Quesnelmouth, will get through in a short time, 
probably less than three weeks, It is a 12 foot 
road, with some heavy work on it, there being 
severat deep guiches to bridge. There is some 
of the finest and most substantial work done on 
this road that I have seen in the colony. . The 
gradients are easy, the crib-work cannot be sur- 
passed, and the bridges, both\as to workmanship 
| and width, surpass anything I have seen upon a 
road of the above dimmensions, nearly all the 
bridges being 14 to 18 feet in the clear. 

Mr. Munro, contractor for the road from Cot- 
tonwood to the milk-ranch. is.making gaad pro- 
gress considering the natural obstacles present- 
ed by the country traversed. He also is, making 
a good job. Indeed Mr.. Spence, the Superin- 
tendent, informs me that he is delighted with 
the manner in wliich the work is progressing on 
both ‘these contracts. He appears to be an 
indefatigable-and independent man, well fitted 
for the post of Government Superintendent. 
The read throngh the “ Green Timber”: and in 
other places between Clinton and Soda Creek, 
wants some repairs, having beeu somewhat cut 
up, aud rendered heavy by teams. Provisions 
are reasonably cheaper all along, and from what 
I hear, especially so on Williams Creek, 

It is my intention to send you a few facts from 
Williams Creek; Till then I am,
